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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-4 lack positive recitation. The body of the claim should recite 
positive steps to support the method claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as being anticipated by 
Parantainen et al U.S. Patent 6,771,659. Regarding the use of the statement 
"computed topography " weight will not be given because it is an intent of use . 

Re claim 1 , 9 and 10 Figures 10A & B teaches a means for transmitting 
info packets 1000 (the transmitter) wherein importants packets (data packets) are 
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stored/copied in means for storing selected packet 1022 (a buffer) (See col. 8. 
lines 1-10); further includes a means for determining whether... was rec'd 
correctly 1012 (the receiver informs the transmitter) by ACK/NACK messages; 
whereby the means for retransmitting 1 026 (the transmitter again send) incorrect 
data packets back the receiver wherein once an ACK message is received, the 
copied data packet is erased from 1 022. 

Re Claim 2 refer to Claim 1, upon reception of ACK signal (immediately 
after receiving an ACK signal) from 1012, the 1026 immediately retransmit data 
packet from 1022. 

Re Claim 4, refer to claim 1, fig 10A teaches 1012 (the buffer/memory) 
filling level is dependent on ACK signals received by 1018. 

Re Claim 5, refer to Claim 1, fig. 1 0A teaches a input 1004 for transmitting 
a packet wherein 1012 (a control unit) that controls the transfer of stored packets 
in 1022 to the retransmitting unit 1026 whereby upon positive ACK signal the 
stored data packet is erased. 

Regarding Claim 6, fig. 1 0A discloses a transmitter (1000), which consists of the 
buffer to hold the input data. 

Regarding Claim 7, fig. 10A discloses a means for storing selected packet (1022) 
in the transmit unit. 

Regarding claim 8, computed tomography apparatus will not be given any weight 
because it is an intent of use. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Parantainen et al U.S. Patent 6,771,659. 

Re Claim 3, Parenatinan fails to disclose explicitly, "if the buffer is full, the 
transmitter stops the continuous transmission of data packets until the arrival of 
acknowledge signals concerning successfully transmitted data packets." 

However, Parenatinan teaches that packets are stored in memory and 

deleted once an positive ACK is received. The packets are stored because of 

retransmittion of corrupted data packets. One skilled in the art recognized that 

that when the memory is full, no copies of the new data packet can be made. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skills in the art at the 

time of invention to include into Parenatinan invention the the data storing in 

1012 need to be stopped when it is full. One is motivated as such in order to 

have a reliable data packet transmission.
